This information is exempt from disclosure pursuant to the third exemption of the 
FOIA, which provides for the withholding of information specifically protected from 
disclosure by statute. The specific statute applicable in this case is Section 6, 
Public Law 86-36 (50 U.S. Code 402 note ). 

The Initial Denial Authority for NSA information is the Deputy Associate 
Director for Policy and Records, D. M. Janosek. Any person notified of an adverse 
determination may file an appeal to the NSA/CSS Freedom of Information Act 
Appeal Authority. The appeal must be postmarked no later than 60 calendar days 
after the date of the initial denial letter. The appeal shall be in writing addressed

The appeal 
shall reference the adverse determination and shall contain, in sufficient detail 
and particularity, the grounds upon which the requester believes that the 
determination is unwarranted. The NSA/CSS FOIA Appeal Authority will 
endeavor to respond to the appeal within 20 working days after receipt, absent 
any unusual circumstances.
